Great States Houses May Go 
Dark Over Musician Tilt 


CHICAGO, July 28.—More than 50 the- 
aters in Illinois and adjoining States in- 
cluded in the Great States chain will go 
dark August 10, unless six musicians are 
given full-time employment in the cir- 
cult’s Fox Theater in Aurora, according 
to the union's ultimatum late yesterday 

With the advent of talkies in the Fox 
Theater the musicians were asked to 
work part time, but refused George 
Browne, vice-president of the Stagehands 
and Operators’ Union, first ordered oper- 
ators in the Great States houses to walk 
out Monday, but. after a conference, ex- 
tended the time to August 10 

Jules J. Rubens, general manager of 
the theater chain, said he believed the 
theaters would remain dark rather than 
submit to what he characterized as being 
blackjacked into giving men jobs when 
they are not needed. Final settlement is 
Up to Publix officials in New York.

TORONTO, July 29.—Thirty big movie 
houses in Canada may have to close their 
doors due to a government investigation 
into the distribution of films. A com- 
bine is charged and the talkies are ex- 
pected to be cornered. Allegations that 
a strangle hold on the independents in 
the motion picture industry in Canada 
is being applied and that the public was 
being made to suffer as a result were 
made by Nat Taylor, secretary of the 
Exhibitors’ Co-Operative Company, Ltd. 

Taylor stated that his organization 
had wired the Hon. Peter Heenan, Min- 
ister of Labor, that 30 independent the- 
aters would close their doors as a protest 
against conditions imposed by the mo- 
tion picture combine unless immediate 
investigation is undertaken. Taylor also 
stated that no independent theater in 
Toronto can get pictures ahead of the 
big organization. Thru their buying 
power they force the exchanges to give

them what they want. The big houses 
pay less for good films than independ- 
ents pay for lower quality, he st 

In Toronto during the past year the 
combine has been trying to force the 
smaller houses to join the group or have 
opposition houses built against them. A 
higher admission price is charged at 
there new theaters, but they contro] the 
best films and so get the public, which 
has to pay. The 11 film exchanges in 
Toronto have a film board of trade which 
has a standard form of contract which 
exhibitors are asked to sign, and objec- 
tion is taken to certain clauses. Taylor 
says 99% per cent of the conditions of 
this contract favors the exchanges 

Taylor further declares the big group 
is holding up all talkies until its houses 
are wired. Twenty-five houses are 
ready wired for talkies, but Taylor says 
his organization cannot get the pictures 
to show. They are being held up.

Plenty Shows Rehearsing 


Heat Wave Again Grips City and Stifles Box Offices—Hit 
Audiences Are Light—Fails To Dampen New 
Productions, as List Grows 


NEW YORK, July 29

Business at the 20 legitimate theaters still lighted was 
A heat wave again gripped the city and stifled the box offices so 
that even the town’s smash hits were considerably under capacity. 
was in sight as Broadway started its second week with no opening in sight 


Little relief 
Even 


the cut-rate counters were inactive and the fee agencies did little business. 


With over 50 legitimate houses dark 
and no openings in sight until the first 
week in August, the theatrical business 
in New York is at its lowest ebb. The 
musicals are grabbing what little trade 
there is to be had, but seats for anything 
in town can be had without paying lav- 
ish premiums. 

Street Scene, at the Playhouse, and 
Journey’s End, at Henry Miller’s, con- 
tinue to top the dramatic list, with 
Show Girl, at the Ziegfeld, and The 
Sketch Book, at the Carroll, reported as 
getting the best musical play. Let Us 
Be Gay, at the Little, also is a strong 
nonmusical. As might be expected, the 
musicals as a whole are standing the gaff 
the best, with some of the long-run lead- 
ers showing up remarkably well. . This 
goes especially for Hold Everything, at the 
Broadhurst, and The New Moon, at the 
Imperial, altho both vary noticeably with 
the weather. Follow Thru, at Chanin’s 
46th Street, is among the strongest of 
the song and dance attractions. 


Altho little or no activity is percepti- 
ble on the surface, the fact remains 
that the weather has not dampened 
preparations for what most trade leaders 
predict will be a banner legit. season. 
Weekly the list of productions in prepa- 
ration grows longer and casting activity 
is growing more intense as the season’s 
opening draws closer.

WINTZ COMPLETING 
PLANS FOR SEASON 


NEW YORK, July 29.—George E. Wintz 
has partially completed his plans for the 
coming season, and his early production 
schedule is as follows:

London Producers Plan 
Boycott of U. S. Musicals 


NEW YORK, July 27.—A report from 
London this week stated that Clayton & 
Waller, well-known British producing 
firm, proposes to abandon importing mu- 
sical plays from this country because of 
the prohibitive royalties. 

At a recent meeting of the board of 
directors of the firm, it was stated by 
Clayton that American authors’ and com- 
posers’ fees are far too heavy, stating 
that English producers cannot stand roy- 
alties of 10 and 20 per cent of the gross 
receipts when English plays can be found 
for royaities of about five per cent. 

At the same time, French dramatists 
have become aroused over the number 
of American plays being produced in 
France, and are trying to have a quota 
law placed on American plays, similar to 
the restrictions placed on American 
movies. 


McKaig Has Two Plays 
Slated for Broadway 


NEW YORK, July 27.—Alexander 
McKaig has acquired two plays for pro- 
duction during the coming season. The 
first will be Silver Apples, by Bertram 
Block and Katherine Newlin Burt. 
McKaig has not yet decided when pro- 
duction will be started on this one, but 
it will probably be some time early in 
the fall. The other play is a dramatiza- 
tion of Water Weed, a novel by Alice 
Campbell that is a best seller in England.

Three Comedies 
For Pemberton 


NEW YORK, July 29.—Brock Pember- 
ton's schedule for the new season calls 
for three productions, all of them com- 
edies. The first of these is Strictly Dis- 
honov-cble, a uew comedy by Preston 
Sturges, who produced his first play, The 
Guinea Pig on Broadway last winter. 
Strictly Dishonorable will start rehears- 
ing within a fortnight and ts scheduled 
for an out-of-town opening late in Au- 
rust. 

The second play on the schedule is 
Episode, by John D. Haggart. This will 
open in Boston in September, coming 
to Broadway about two weeks later. The 
play calls for a woman star and three 
male leads. 

The Life Line, by Gretchen Damrosch 
Finletter, will be Pemberton’'s third pro- 
duction and is slated for a late fall open- 
ing. 

Pemberton also has an option on Three 
Racketeers, a new play by John Gilchrist, 
which he may produce after the plays 
mentioned above. 

Antoinette Perry will again be asso- 
ciated with Pemberton in the staging of 
his productions, and Robert Edmond 
Jones, Raymond Sovey and Jo Mielziner 
will be among the scenic artists who 
will contribute settings. 


Pemberton predicts a prosperous sea- 
s0n ahead and sees no need for the 
legitimate producer to fear the talkies. 
“Two major shocks last season,” he said, 
“served to arouse the producers from 
their lethargy—these were the advent of 
the talkies and the dearth of quality 
plays.” The talkies, he believes, will 
merely spur the producers to better 
quality productions and will serve as an 
aid rather than a hindrance to the 
legitimate stage. 

Pemberton is convinced that comedies 
have a better chance than serious plays 
on Broadway and his intention is to do 
only plays of the lighter type during 
the coming season.

Begin Casting 


Chorus Equity Employment 
Department Placing Many 
in Touring Shows 


NEW YORK, July 29.—Producers of 
musical shows, while late getting started 
on productions slated for Broadway in 
the coming season, are beginning to 
come to life as far as road shows are 
concerned, and the next week will find 
several of them casting for early fall 
openings. According to Dorothy Bryant, 
executive secretary of the Chorus Equity 
Association, the employment. depart- 
ment, which has been exceptionally quiet 
during the past month, is now beginning 
to be busy with calls for choristers to 
go into various touring musicals. 

During this week there will be only 
one Broadway musical casting—this is 
the revised version of Great Day, which 
Vincent Youmans is producing. Since 
the recent withdrawal of the show most 
of the chorus people have found work 
in other productions, and most of the 
ensemble will have to be recast. The 
only recent chorus placements for Broad- 
way shows were for Hammerstein's 
Sweet Adeline, and for George White's 
Scandals, both of which are now 
rehearsing. 

Road productions are much more 
active at the present time. Schwab & 
Mandel recently recruited a number of 
chorus people for the Chicago and Bos- 
ton companies of Follow Thru and The 
New Moon. At present Sam Harris is 
readying a road company of Animal 
Crackers, in which the four Marx 
Brothers will be starred. and Jones & 
Green are readying Rain or Shine for 
another season's touring 

A road company of The Desert Song 
is now getting ready for an opening at 
the Royal Alexandra Theater. Toronto 
on August 26, after which it will play 
the key cities of the Middle West. The 
principals engaged include Louis Tup- 
pelman, Mary Harrison, Lou Powers, 
Mary Chappelle and James Moore 

Ziegfeld is expected to start casting 
within the next few weeks for Show 
Boat, and Earl Carroll will start work 
on the road company of Fioretta. It 1s 
also rumored that another company of 
the last edition of the Vanities will be 
organized and taken on the road, and 
Carroll will start casting this week on 4 
Chicago company for Sketch Book. 

George Wintz also has a touring com- 
pany of Rio Rita, which is to start 
casting within a fortnight. 


Bernstein Play To Be 
Imported by Wagner

To Get RKO Play 


New Regime Gives Policy Chance, With Results Good and 
Plan Set To Spread “Presentation” Stunt to Many 
Houses—Third Collins House Set 


NEW YORK, July 29—The stage-band policy of entertainment with acts 


booked to work in front 


of the orchestra, so successfully introduced to show 


business by Publix and other big picture house chains, is to feature RKO operation 
this coming season, according to good authority. 
After trying the stage-band idea in a very few spots, but without giving it a 


real test during the past two years, new 
blood in the RKO booking office and 
higher up has started experiments in 
the same direction, but earnestly at 


White Plains and Keith's 8lst Street. 

Results so far are so good that it has 
been practically decided to spread the 
stage-band idea to a representative num- 
ber of other theaters in the circuit. In 
cities where RKO operates more than one 
theater, the policy Jends itself to use 
happily, with one of the houses using a 
stage-band show, the other or others 
regula: vaudeville. 

Institution of stage-band policies may 
mean the creation of a special depart- 
ment (as in Publix) to have charge of 
the masters of ceremonies, special music 
and arrangements, the musician person- 
nel, etc 

Showmen o*servers, discussing the 
trend of the times in vaudeville espe- 
cially, believe that the day is not far 
off when practjcally all the regularly 
operated vaudeville houses will be won 
over to the “presentation” idea of the 
picture theaters and present shows 
backed by stage bands, with (in the case 
of RKO) a gigantic production depart- 
ment supervising operations in the highly 
speci: lized fie'd. 

The routine of vaudeville and vaude- 
ville shows has been dealt a severe blow 
by the picture house chains, which serve 
up what may be called vaudeville in a 
new and refreshing manner. Economy, 
also, figures in the stage-band unit plan 
as practiced by Pu»lix, with second-rate 
acts very often ‘Suilt up into scoring 
propositions under the policy, the same 
as a bad planked steak is served up 
appetizingly in a restaurant that knows 
public psychology. 

At Keith's, White Plains, where 
Johnny Coilins instituted a stage-band 
policy, with Zezz Blacx as master of cere- 


monies, results so far have been en- 
couraging. Black has already been 
signed for four additional weeks with an 


option, and the announced plan to try 
a stage-band policy at the 8lst Street 


(alsc booked by Collins) for one week 
only is to be continued indefinitely. 
Several of the Collins houses, it 1s 
understood, will go under a similar 
policy for next season, with the Ford- 
ham 1eported set to place a band on the 
stage beginning next week, and a 
Fanchon & Marco unit. with Arthur 
(Pat) West m.c., has been booked in to 
start it. The last half N. T. G. as m.c., 


with his big unit, plays the house. 
Demand for 1 ers of ceremonies for 
steady use at the house will possibly 
bring a problem to the field, with Pub- 
lix, Loew, Fox and other picture chains 
culling them from everywhere for their 


de luxers. RKO may use different m. c.’s 
as they are now doiag at the 8lst Street 
and will do at the Fordham to initiate 
the policy by booking attractions of the 
unit and revue type carrying a feature 
player who can double for the m. c 
work.

To Let Eight Lay Out Entire Bill and Play It Four Weeks in 
Contest—Prizes $250 and $150—Budget, $1,125 
Each House 


NEW YORK, July 29.—The RKO booking offices will inaugurate next Week 


a new policy which was conceived by Charles Bierbauer 


It appears as one of the 


most promising gestures of the present George A. Godfrey regime and calls for 
practical, active participation and co-operation by franchised representatives, 1n 


the booking and makeup of the local RKO show houses. 


and conferences with George A. Godfrey, 
a plan was developed to conduct a con- 
test among any eight franchised agents, 
who will each submit a complete five- 
act bill, to be played for four weeks over 
a circuit comprising the eight RKO 
showing houses. 

There has been no discrimination in 
selecting the agents who will participate 
in the contest. The first eight rep- 
resentatives who came into the cffice on 
the day it was decided to carry out the 
plan were the ones chosen to start the 
plan in operation. They are: Max Gor- 
don, Harry Weber-Simon agency, Edward 
S. Keller, Marty Forkins, Charles Mor- 
rison, Harry Romm, Rose & Manwar- 
ng and Morris & Feil. A cash prize of 
$250 will be awarded to the agent who 
submits the best complete bill, with a 
consolation second prize of $150 to the 
next best five-act show under the plan. 


The rules under which the contest is 
being conducted are: First, that each 
five-act bill submitted must come under 
the regular house budget of $1,125 for 
the week; that at least four out of the 
five acts submitted must be new acts to 
RKO houses; that each complete show 
will be booked for four weeks into eight 
split-week houses in the metropolitan 
area; that the contest starts Saturday, 
August 10, and lasts during the follow- 
ing four weeks, and that each complete 
show must be Okayed by Charles Bier- 
baucr before it is booked by Mark 
Murphy; that each agent will be allowed 
to use his own Judgment in the type and 
makxcup of shows, but will be guided and 
supervised by Bierbauer, and that each 
agent is to abide by the decision of the 
judges selected by George A. Godfrey, 
Johnny Collins and Charles Bierbauer. 


The houses which will receive the 
singly agented five-act bills, starting 
next Saturday and lasting for the next 
four weeks, are the Tilyou, Bushwick and 
Greenpoint in Brooklyn; the Royal in 
the Bronx: the Regent, Hamilton and 
Proctor’s 125th Street in Manhattan, and 
the Lincoln, Union City, N. J. 


If the plan is successful and practical, 

George A. Godfrey contemplates spread- 
ing the idea to other books, and among 
a larger list of agents so as to give all an 
al chance. One phase of the plan is 
iat It would economize on the number 
bookers necessary, ind give the agents 
more responsibility. Bierbauer feels that 
with the full onus of the type of bills 
placed upon the shoulders cf the rep- 
resentative) he will be less likely to un- 
‘oad any bloomers upon the books, with 
the constant incentive of a cash prize 
worth striving for, and augmented com- 
missions. 
; As evidences of the activity the plan 
Nas already stirred among the eight 
agents selected, numerous independent 
Managers, personal representatives and 
procucers have been appealed to within 
the last few days with a view to secur- 
ing new acts and talent. No details of 
the arrangements made with these out- 
Side sources of meterial were available

NEW YORK, July 29—The Family 
Time department of the RKO Booking 
Office, with the big-time circuit now de- 
termined on long-term contracts and a 
building-up exploitation system for such 
acts, is to be the offical nursery for new 
material. 

Under Charles A. Bierbauer, himself 
long in the agency field digging up new 
material, the Family Time department is 
to give the big time every assistance in 
locating new material and giving it a 
chance to show for the circuit. 

In these houses, popularly Known in 
RKO as the small time, all comers can 
be taken on and showings arranged for 
them, so that acts actually playing the- 
aters can be seen and judged, with house 
reports also to go by. 

Whenever George Godfrey, Johnny 
Collins or other big-time bookers come 


in contact with new material and for 
some reason or other are afraid to open 
cold in one of their houses, the act 
or acts can be taken care of in Bier- 
bauer's division. 

Bookers are not to turn down new acts 
just because they are afraid to take a 
chance on them, but refer them to the 
old so-called Fifth Floor department, 
where the material can be handled for 
showing dates. 

Those behind the exploitation scheme 
to build up new attractions backed by 
long-term contracts are cognizant of the 
fact most of vaudeville’s big headliners 
today were unknown five years ago. They 
feel that the Family Time booking office 
can fulfill a very definite need in en- 
couraging new talent and thru the 
houses look it over with a view to locat- 
ing “finds”,

Routes Up 
But a Few 


RKO Activity in Placing 
Mostly Own Acts and 
Those Contracted 


NEW YORK, July 27.—A little routing 
for the 1929-'30 season has been started 
by RKO, which, it is expected, will begin 
to issue long contracts to acts in bulk 
lots beginning about August 15. 

Routes thus far are mostly to acts 
either owned by the RKO Circuit thru 
its production department or for acts 
booking direct with the ffme. Agents 
and outside producers report very little 
activity in routing of their attractions 
but are making preparations to submit 
matgrial starting early in August, when, 
it is believed, the chances will be good 
and better this year than last. Houses 
now closed will begin reopening between 
August 15 and Labor Day and the office 
will need material for bills. 

At present booking is week-to-week 
for the general run of agents and pro- 
ducers, with not much room for material 
considering that a representative num- 
ber of theaters are closed and summer 
salaries are still in force. 

Routes this year are expected to be 
longer and include better playing time, 
with more two-a-day and full-week 
dates than last season. Plans are now 
under way for the provision of more of 
this better time, and since last season a 
number of new theaters have been Built 
and acquired. 

Acts signed up last season, mostly at 
the tail end of it, under long-term con- 
tracts will be taken care of on routes 
first, naturally, minimum time having 
been guaranteed. 

This season also it is expected more 
attractions will be nabbed by RKO under 
the two, three and four-year contracts 
to insure their availability for the 
circuit. 

Johnny Collins, who introduced the 
long-term contract in Keith’s years ago. 
reinstated the practice when he joined 
the booking department last spring and 
will, no doubt, oversee the future signing 
of acts on this basis. 


Delaney Tours 
His Territory 


NEW YORK, July 29.—Billy Delaney, 
Family Time booker, in charge of time 
in Pennsylvania and surrounding States,

The second quarter, usually conceded 
as the worst in the year, shows a loss 
from operations of $28,154.43, but profit 
from other sources is $54,509.89. The 
statement includes profit and loss from 
Radio Pictures. 

The statement on the Orpheum Circuit 
for the six months ended June 30 also 
shows a great loss from operations. In 
this instance the figures are $337,613.49. 
Profit from other sources brings the net 
loss down to $317,444.49.

VMPA heretofore has had difficulties 
in handling disputes between acts and 
the indie booking agencies, and even 
several years ago this organization made 
a vain appeal to the License Bureau to 
revoke the licenses of severa] offices it 
thought unscrupulous. This meeting 
may be an attempt by the organizatiou 
to have the bookers of VMPA member 
houses to abide by its rules. 

However, Major Donovan, who it is 
heard will preside at the meeting, ad- 
vises that it has been called for the 
purpose of receiving constructive criti- 
cisms and suggestions from the bookers 
in answer to matters thrust at them by 
the organization. It is also understood 
that VMPA will do its utmost towards 
having the bookers abide by the rules 
of that organization.

Pathe’s effort to increase the popu-

Voltage, is not altogether successful here 
with the picture having a decided tencd- 
eney to drag. Very often scenes ap- 
proach dramatic heights only to back 
down in fadeouts as developments begin 
to get interesting. Recording in the 
picture is not all that may be desired 
also, and even tho this is a small house, 
it was difficult to catch all the words 
of the characters.

Ac- 
tion from here on drags badly for several 
reels until jealousy and ill humor be- 
gin to stir things up. Detective, find- 
ing Boyd and his (the detective's) 
prisoner in love with each other, is about 
to allow them freedom, but they have 
become regenerative and decide to do 
their “stretch” and come out “together” 

Supporting cast includes Owen Moore, 
Carol Lombard and Diane Ellis in chief 
Their performances are only pass- 
able. In one sequence Owen Moore 
“sings” a song with his back to the 
audience so you can’t definitely accuse 
him of using a double. 

Taken as a whole, Hioh Voltage is a 
disappointment, but obviously produced 
song, Pathe ought to be able to 
sell it reasonably.

Musie for Veterans’ Homes 
A veteran of the late war, A. H 
Rackett, of Elkhorn, Wis., writes to 
elicit our co-operation for the en- 
largement of bands in the soldiers’ 
homes. We agree with him that the 
reduction of the size of these bands, 
which took place after the occupants 
in the Civil War veterans’ homes were 
reduced in the course of nature, 
should now be reversed. The bands 
are now of eight pieces during the 
eights months and 14 in the summer 
But the late war has filled the homes 
again and the bands should be re- 
stored. It is proposed that bands of 
25 pieces with leader, the minimum 
size of the army band, be maintained 
at each of the soldiers’ homes. 
Provision for maintaining the 
morale of the men who served their 
country at the price of their health 
should be neither grudging nor 
merely material. They should be 
given entertainment within reason as 
wel] as merely food and shelter, and 
there is nothing better than good 
music. This is a matter quite im- 
portant enough to be urged by 
the Legion and by other patriotic 
societies —The Chicago Tribune.

The ridiculous arzguraents against tent 
shows, especially in regard to “taking 
oney out of town”, were again brought 


into play by an enemy of the tented 
attractions in a letter to the editor of 
The Winchester (Ky.) Sun, which ap- 
peared on the first page of that paper 
during the Heffner-Vinson Company’s re- 
cent engagement there 

The writer, who signed himself “Citi- 
zen”, charges tent theaters were taking 
anywhere from $2,000 to $3,000 out of 
town each week, and goes on further t 
say that a great many misdemeanors, and 
in many instances, larger crimes, are 
traceable directly to tent shows. “May 
I ask what we get for the money that 
the tent shows take out of town?” Citizen 
writes. “Surely the performances are not 
educational or uplifting. I presume the 
city charges a license, but I doubt 
it exceeds the additional jail 
experses which the city incurs by reason 
of these shows. I have been unable to 
learn where these shows are of any use 
or benefit to the town, but on the con- 
trary they take away from $2,500 to 
$3,000, and make no return.” 

The letter aroused considerable com- 
ment among Winchester business men 
and theatergoers, who sided, almost to a 
man, with the Heffer-Vinson troupe.

Conflicting Opinions Conceded 


NEW YORK, July 27.—The article headed “Censoring Doctor’s Comeback” in 
our last issue has caused more discussion and debates during the last week than 
anything heretofore published relative to the Mutual Burlesque Association, its 


circuit of houses and shows. 


There has been a wide divergence of opinion as to 


the cause and effect of the narrative, especially in view of the fact that I. H. Herk, 


president and general manager of the 
Mutual Burlesque Association, has taken 


exception, not only to the article in 
question, but the motive behind the 
article. 


Be that as it may, as set forth in the 
body of the article, “there are always two 
sides to a story;” in fact. thcre may be 
several subsequent sides to that particu- 
lar story that will make far more inter- 
esting and instructive reading, but for 
the present we are going to set forth Jim 
Morrison's side, viz.: 


“My Dear Nelse: 

“T have just finished reading an article 
in your paper of the current issue en- 
titled ‘Censoring Doctor’s Comeback: 
Criticizes Conditions on Mutual’, and 
signed by you. There is much in it that 
I cannot understand, :aving been one of 
the censoring doctors referred to, and 
statements, heartily untrue, which when 
figured by time and circumstance would 
point directiy to me °s the author of are 
far from even my knowledge of condi- 
tions, or have reflected in any way, man- 
ner or means my experiences and works 
while serving in that capacity. 


“To explain: When Mr. Herk engaged 
Messrs. Cummings, Van Horn and myself, 
we were called to him and told by him 
that our powers were completely auto- 
cratic and sweeping; that he was not 
sure of the exact method of procedure he 
wished to employ: that he was seeking 
to build a standard upon the wheel to 
which all shows must comply to be con- 
sidered fit, and that he depended on our 
assistarce to formulate the plans and 
enforce them, having in mind that, right 
or wrong, he would stand back of us. In 
the case wherein maturer deliberation 
would alter the direction of our judg- 
ment we could do so, but otherwise our 
judgment was to rule. 


“Certainly a tremendous concession for 
& body of men whose capital was at 
ttake. I want to add that during the 
entire season Mr. Herk made good that 
assertion. 


“Meanwhile, after leaving the office 
this day referred to—July 31 of last year 
—I outlined thru the data furnished by 
the office the 45 shows and their re- 
hearsal halls, and in an informal con- 
vention of the censors we divided the 
efforts, 15 shows each, to cover before 
the openings. This plan we agreed to, 
but two events precluded the chance of 
Our doing so. Unfortunately, Sam 
Motris’ death occurred, and Mr. Van Horn 
Was sent to atage his show. Following 
that immediately, a walkout of a director 
at Cleveland left Mr. Manheim without 
a producer, and Mr. Cummings was Sent 
there to get those shows ready. That left 
me alcne in New York, with 38 shows to 
look over. With all the kindliest co- 
operation from the managements of 
these shows, the best that could possibly 
be done was a few of them, and con- 
sequently many of the shows opened 
without having ever been seen by any of 
the censors. (I state this because I was 
the ouly person who .aw more than three 
or four of the shows before presentation. 
See paragraph four of your article.) 


“In point of ‘surplus sum diverted to 
the Mutual of $8,000,’ I cannot see how 
such could be. There were three active 

pen censors on the go, with fairly big 
expense lists, and what you may not 
know, there were two other censors, 
Secretly trailing, both of whom received 
Salaries and expense money, and the 


assessment did not run 40 weeks on the 
; 86 or 34 was the greatest limit,

If there was any surptus, 
it was negligible. In xr 


from any house manager, if they had it 
‘coming or dormant I never had an 
inkling. Whatever they stated in New 


York subsequently as expressed by your 
paper before, certainly struck me with 
the force of a warningless mountain 


shower. I believed in the censorship 
thoroly. The managers who made a 
‘holler’, if any, were iikely those who in 


pievicus years, with different commercial 
condit’ons and worse shows, were thoroly 


satisfied, and looking for means to curtail 


expenses to enhance 
gains. 

“Seriously handicapped from the start 
by the conditions I have already stated, 
and in a measure working in the dark, 
the censors went about their work, un- 
restrained, wnbossed, and with the fullest 
co-cperatiou of Mr. Herk. Most earnestly 
came the assistance from the so-called 
‘shows’. 

“Regarding 


their already petty 


this phase, the object of 
Mr. Herk was to secure the best possible 
show for the money invested, and when 
our (censors) order went thru, there was 
no discrimination except that which we 
ourselves might create. If there was any 
failure in this respect, it was the censors’ 
fault. 

“On the part of the censors, I wish to 
Say that we were all experienced men in 
that particular line, but we are or were 
by mo means miracle workers. We weren't 
expected to make any bad actors good, 
nor persons specialized to a limited num. 
ber of scenes versatile enough to do any- 
thing. 

“For example: I was sent to one ‘office 
Show’ which early in the season I had 
personally passed. When I beheld it un- 
der the new conditions that reigned it was 
really terrible. I stayed more than a 
week with the show, and finally divined 
the cause—dissatisfaction between the 
cast, purposeful attempts on the parts of 
various actors to in*erfere with the suc- 
cess Of the other rather than labor to 
the general welfare of the performance. 
Owing to the lateness of the period in 
the year, I tried by the injection of four 
new scenes to buoy the performance to 
a standardized stratum. This was by

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Stage Curtains Reflect 


Modernistic 


Trend of Beauty 


The use of draperies for stage curtains 
appears to be gaining favor with an ever 
widening field among the producers in 
revue and musical shows, drama, and 
Hollywood film productions. There is no 
limit to the possibilities for beautiful ef- 
fects in fabrics and draperies. 

Draperies suitable for the stage may be 
classed into three groups: plain colored 
fabrics, fabrics finished in more than 
one color, and fabrics embellished in any 
one of several different methods. Of the 
plain fabrics, black velour is still pre- 
dominantly the favorite. It has a rich- 
ness which is always desirable, it is suf- 
ficiently heavy to drape gracefully, and 
will harmonize with any color. 

Stage curtains have followed the mod. 
ernistic trend of fashions in color and 
design, and brilliant and unusual effects 
may be achieved with the new combina- 
tions. In the illustration the top sketch 
is a modernistic circular design in gold 
against a white background. The lower 
sketch is a modernistic triangular effect 
in silver with a background of brilliant 
red. Both of these patterns are em- 
bossed duvetynes and may be had in 
different color combinations. 

Appliqued curtains are the mediums 
of the artistic conceptions of producers, 
and this applies particularly to the Lit- 
tle Theater groups who, in almost every 
case, make their own draperies, using 
any type of fabric they select. The em- 
bellishment jis achieved by appliqueing 
harmoniously contrasting fabrics in de- 
signs created by their own staff. These 
designs may be the familiar masks and 
lyre which have been connected with the 
stage since ancient times; and elaborate 
monograms or coat-of-arms, or some de- 
sign either modernistic, Oriental, floral, 
geometrical, etc., im accordance with 
their own plans. 

Little Theater groups can accomplish 
attractive and beautiful curtain effects 
because their ranks include artists whose 
conceptions may vie in taste or splendor 
with many of the producers creating 
successful curtain effects thruout the 
country. 

It is astonishing how many different 
can be obtained by using such 
as suedine, imitation patent 

tapestrene, lustersheen, moon- 
and others too numerous to men- 
tion, in carrying out the details of a 
design and lending depth to the curtain. 

Ranking as mediums of embellish- 
ment, embossed effects on velveteen, 
metalsheen, seal plush and duvetyne pro- 
vide variating possibilities with which 
designers, producers and stage directors

MORE THAN 200 plays have been an- 


nounced by Broadway producers as 
definitely scheduled for production in 
the coming season. Work has already 


started on a few of them, and the gen- 
eral opinion is that the end of August 
will find more productions seeking a 
stage on Broadway than can be com- 
fortably accommodated. The outlook for 
the scenic artist is therefore bright. 
provided he takes producers’ fall sched- 
ules at their face value. At a rough 
estimate, however, at least 50 per cent 
of these announced productions will 
eventually be carried out and perhaps 
60 other plays, as yet unheard of, will 
come into being between now and next 
July. At that rate, the scenic artist has 
little to worry about. At the pre 
time, tho, there is a dearth of activity 
around headquarters on 44th street. Ex- 
cept for the occasional designers’ con- 
tracts signed and _ recorded in this 
column from week to week, very little is 
happening in the trade. All the branches 
of the theatrical world seem to have 
conspired to make this August an idle 
One for the scenic artists Dramatic 
stock. which used to keep any number 
of scenic men busy during the summer 
months, has reached a new low in spite 
of the efforts of the stock managers to 
revive it. Then, too, the battle between 
Equity and the movie producers has 
caused a falling off of work at the East- 
ern movie studios, since the picture pro- 
ducers reluctant to go ahead with 
their heavy production schedules until 
the status of the Equity actor in the 
movies is settled. Just how long it will 
be before things get started again is un- 
certain, but both sides are anxious to 
get it over with as soon as possible.

It takes a bit of tough luck like the 
Equity battle and the change that the

This mail has been listed alpha- 
betically, a portion each week, on this 
page for the past four or five weeks. 

If you have missed the list, or if you 
Saw your name on the list, write and 
ask to have your mail forwarded. 

This is the busy season in the employ- 
ment agency If you are looking for 
work you should call at the office daily. 

If you have not registered in the em- 
ployment agency since you closed with 
your last engagement be sure and regis- 
ter again, as the cards are taken from 
the employment agency files when mem- 
bers are working. 

Be sure and register at the Chorus 
Equity office the day you begin rehears- 
ing. This protects you on several points. 
In the first place you can then find out 
whether your company is bonded. If 
you are dismissed after more than seven 
days of rehearsal it is a record of when 
you started should there be any dispute. 
If you are entitled to overtime rehearsal 
pay it is also a record of how much is 
due you 

Due to your Chorus Equity contract 
members of the Great Day Company and 
of the Whoopee Company received an 
extra two-eighths of their salary in clos- 
ing as a full week's closing notice had 
not been posted. This was paid when 
the members were paid off at the end 
of the week. 

To new members this probably does 
not mean a great deal. To those mem- 
bers who remember conditions before 
the Equity strike it is a wonderful thing. 
Before the days of Equity companies 
closed without any notice and without 
any obligation. 


Some of our members who had been 
with Great Day only one week received 
two weeks’ salary, as your contract has 
a two weeks’ minimum contract. 

Your present contract was won thru 
great sacrifice in 1919. Those members 
who obeyed the call of Equity in 1919 
and left their employment were taking 
a far greater chance than those who 
have left motion picture work. In the 
first place Equity was not then estah- 
lished In the second place, at that 
time, there was no other work to which 


they could go. Members of Chorus 
Equity in New York who have been 
asked to give up picture engagements 


are primarily chorus people who gain 
their livelihood in legitimate musical 
comedy work. That work is still open to 
you and this is the busy season.

Launch Improvement Plan 


Mile-Long Boardwalk Proposed Along With New Parking 
Space in Project Which Calls for Expenditure of 
About $1,500,000 


REVERE BEACH, Mass., July 27.—One of the most progressive movements for 
the improvement of Revere Beach was launched during the last week, when a 
plan was submitted calling for the construction, of a boardwalk along the entire 
ocean front for a distance of more than a mile, and diverting the traffic to the 


back road, known as Ocean avenue. 

The movement is sponsored by Mayor 
Andrew A. Casassa, president of the New 
England Amusement Men’s Association, 
and by T. L. Gill, amusement owner of 
this seashore resort. 

Under the proposed plan, a bill will be 
submitted to the incoming Legislature, 
calling for more than $1.500,000 for im- 
provements. The city will underwrite 
part of this amount, the balance of the 
expense to be borne by the State. 

It is proposed to construct the board- 
walk from the front of the amusement 
section to cross the roadway and end at 
the water’s edge. In order to handle the 
thousands of automobiles which come 
each season, it is planned to widen Ocean 
avenue to 60 feet, and tear down all the 
other property in the vicinity to provide 
parking space. 

As the lack of parking has been. the 
bugaboo of amusement men here for a 
score of years, it is felt that this im- 
provement will boom business. The cry 
for years has been that there has been 
no place to park automobiles, causing 
thousands who would like to come to 
Revere Beach to go elsewhere. 

The new parking field, if the proposed 
plan goes thru, should be able to ac- 
comnm.odate at least 10,000 cars. With 
crowds estimated at times to run well 
over 300,000, it is expected that between 
50,000 and 100,000 additional persons wi!l 
be induced to come here on various days 
during the summer. 

Besides the parking feature, the out- 
standing angle is the boardwalk, which 
will tend to make Revere Beach a second 
Atlantic City. So much confidence has 
been expressed in the possibility of the 
improvement going thru and the boom 
that it will mean to the amusement men 
here, that an official of one of the large 
chain hotel companies has already been 
here to look over a site for another link 
in the chain 

Gill and associates have in mind the 
whee'-car privilege, and other amusement 
men here have other angles which they 
propose to tackle as soon as the plan 
reaches more than just the formative 
stage 

Following close on the announcement 
that the Legislature will be importuned 
to authorize the improvement, a state- 
ment was issued by David B. Kenniston, 
chairman of the Metropolitan District 
Commission, which has jurisdiction over 
Revere Beach, to the effect that wider 
roadways are needed to make travel to 
Revere easier. He expressed himself as 
favoring roads leading to Revere being 
considerably widened. This statement, 
coming from such a distinctive person- 
age, added considerable prestige to the 
plan of Mayor Casassa and Gill, and in 
some quarters was credited as signifying 
that the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion will favor the boardwalk idea.

Its enttre surface, 
aside from the open-air stadium outside 
the park proper, is covered by a board- 
walk, beneath whith all of the park’s 
wiring, ;iping, fuse boxes and the like 
are located. The pier idea is further 
carried out in the oblong layout, with all 
of the attractions so located that one 
must pass them all in making the round 
of the park.

White City ballroom, with its ideal 
floor, splendid ventilating system that 
keeps it at just the right temperature, 
and that peppy orchestra, under the di- 
rect.cn of Al Lehmas, is one of the city's 
most popular summer ballrooms. And 
for thestho"sands of young folks who like 
to glide about on the little wheels, the 
Roller Rink, under the efficient manage- 
ment of Freddie Martin, is immensely 
popular. Music for the skaters is fur- 
nished by Arthur M. Fay, organist. The 
park’s bowling alleys compare favorably 
with any in the city, and are the scene 
of many lively tournaments. 

New this year is the Gypsy Tea Shop, 
where patrons may lunch in quiet amid 
picturesque surroundings, and may ob- 
tain character readings if desired.

Fortunately, it is seldom the services of 
the nurse are required, thankd? to the 
thoro manner in which the entire park 
is supervised.

Caliber of the park's conces- 
sionaires. who number about 150, has 
been the subject of adverse criticism on 
the part of the district attorney's office 
of Hudson County, whose men have made 
raids at intervals, the last occurring 
July 6. _ 

Abraham Rogow, manager of Bayonne 
Pleasure Park, tells The Billboard that 
the best proof that the people patronizing 
the concessionaires are getting fair play 
can be summed up in a few words: “They 
have been regular patrons for years, and 
if they were not receiving full value, 


would they continue to patronize our 
concessionaires?” 

Rogow expiains that nothing but legiti- 
mate stores and wheels were operated in 
Bayonne Pleasure Park, the same as in 
other amusement parks thruout Jersey. 

There are 30 game stands in Bayonne 
Pleasure Park, about 100 wheels, and 20 
drink and grab stands. The park has 
been operating for 15 years, and Rogow

In- 
cluded in the collection were 16 civet 
cats, 28 bronze-winged pigeons, 20 bleed-

and given over to,ice skating and similar 
sports in the winter. A dog track will 
also be added. The park operates on this 
site a restaurant and filling station on a 
paying basis. 

When the news was circulated that 
Ponty was going to build a modern 
amusement park at Poughkeepsie, the 
trade took it as somewhat of a joke. 
Doubting Thomases said: “The town is 
too small to support such a project.” 
Even Ponty’s most intimate friends and 
associates tried to discourage him. Like 
@ good general, he went ahead. Statis- 
tical reports gathered from various chan- 
nels disclosed that within a 50-mile 
radius of Poughkeepsie there was a draw- 
ing pcpulation of more than 1,000,000. 
This district is served by one good park, 
Mid-City, at Albany. To the east there 
is nothing closer than Playland, at Rye. 
Poughkeepsie, made famous by Vassar 
College and its annual spring boat races 
on the Hudscn, is more than ever in the 
limelight with the advent of Woodcliff 
Pleasure Park. Last year the park 
turned in a nice profit, considering the 
adverse weather, and the earnings would 
have been further increased if the pool 
and stadium had been in operation. 


This year ideal weather conditions 
have been encountered, but the main 
handicap has been the noticeable non- 
spending attitude of patrons, attributed 
to economic conditions. Manager Ponty 
is aiming to improve the bus service to 
the park, which is not up to his expecta- 
tions. 


The delay in the completion of the 
$6,000,000 Mid-Hudson traffic bridge, 
connecting Poughkeepsie with the West 
Shore and a network of towns, such as 
Newburg, Kingston, Middletown, Haver- 
straw and others, has caused the park to 
lose a lot of patronage, but the bridge’s 
completion in the next year or so will be 
@ great stimulator for business. At 
present the West Shore is served by three 
ferries, which give inadequate service and 
retard traffic from that section, but 
these conditions will be eliminated when 
the bridge begins to function 

Manager Ponty is an ardent advocate 
of newspaper and billboard advertising, 
and ures many 1, 3 and 24-sheet stands 


thruout Dutchess, the county wherein 
Poughkeepsie is located. Owing to the

Cyclone fence encircles the entire 76 
acres. 

The front view of the park from the 
roadway is a treat to the vision, and 
could not be improved upon for unsur- 
passed and natural beauty.

Loceted in the mall is the band stand, 
surrounded by comfortable benches and 
shaded by towering trees, where music 
lovers congregate and listen with pleasure 
to daily concerts. Big-name bands have 
been played in former seasons to good 
advantage. This year the Orthophonic 
Victrola is being utilized, with a well- 
blended program of popular and semi- 
classic numbers. 

Another praiseworthy feature of the 
park is that on the hottest days of the 
summer the ;srounds : re swept by breezes 
from the Hudson River. 

*On the main promenades are located 
neat and uniform refreshment and lunch 
stands, with a pleasing assortment of 
concestion stands, flashed with popular 
lmerchand.ce. Jack Greenspoon, who op- 
erates in a number of York State parks, 
has 11 stands. Dewey Stanley has the 
scales, while his wife, Mme. Beatrice, op- 
erates the palmistry. The Photomaton 
is popular with patrons. The park op- 
erates its own ice cream and frankfurter 
stands, in addition to the restaurant in 
the parking space. 

The Paradise Ballroom, with its many 
interesting features, is one of the finest 
appointed in the State, of oval design, 
100 by 150 feet in dimensions, with whice 
»naple floor and trimmed ir gorgeous 
Oriental decorations, and illuminated 
with a bewildering array of fancy colored 
lights. The orchestra shell is opposite 
tle entrance, where well-known jazz 
bands and traveling dance orchestras ap- 
pear thruout the season. The special 
acoustics bring out the harmony of the 
musica] offerings to the best possible ad- 
vantage. 

Several concessions are located within 
the edifice, and there is a promenade en- 
circling the entire area, affording an un- 
obstructed view of the Hudson River, 
with the boats passing in full view of 
the dancers. In the background rise the 
lofty Catskill Mountains, forming what 
is correctly described as a Garden of Eden 
picture that must be seen to be appre- 
ciated. A Woodcliff is a seven-day park, 
dancing is held nightly. Monday is ladies’ 
night, and tne fair sex is admitted gratis, 
while men are taxed 35 cents. Tuesday, 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday nights 
the admission is 25 cents for women and 
35 cents for male escorts. Saturday and 
Sunday the price is 50 cents for both. 
The Paradise Ballroom turns in a nice 
profit to the park, and is conducted on 
a high plane. Signs posted in conspicu- 
Ous places thruout the building read: 
“Courtesy. Any incivility on the part of 
any park employee or concessionaire 
should be reported to the office.” 

The park is laid out in a way that it 
is possible to view the stadium, swim- 
ming }-0ol and part of the gravity coaster, 
the Blue Streak, from the ballroom. 


The swimming pool is the last work in 
modernity, capable of comfortably ac- 
commodating 3,500 bathers at one time, 
and is constrvcted of steel and concrete, 
ald cortains all present-day modern con- 
verniences and sanitary features. The 
same scientific filtering system that gives 
Poughkeepsie its drinking water is 
utilized, and the pure, aerated water is 
kept in constant circulation, and the 
plant is open to inspection at all times. 
Cost of installation was $150,000. The 
water bed is 165 by 90 feet, while the 
swimming pool proper is 175 by 275 feet. 
There are 3,500 steel lockers and 600 


dressing rooms. Children have their own 
lockers and shower baths. There is also 
a kiddie pool. At the deep end of the 
pool is a diving tower, with three plat- 
forms at different heights. Eleven feet 
of water at the deep end. assures hich 
divers of ample safety. uf one side 
of the pool is a concrete grand stand; on 
the other are the bathhouses. At night the 
pool is flooded with special electric flood- 
lights. Ample space has been set aside 
for a sandy beach. William Dewsrfp, of 
New York, was the designer and &rchi- 
tect, Dave B. Roberts was the contractor. 

The Woodcliff Stadium is one Of the 
finest to be found outside of the larger 
cities, and has seating acccmmodations 
for 6,000. It plays circuses, “Vild West 
shows, rodeos and outdoor acts. The 
Wodcliff Pleasure Parx Athletic Club is 
holding professional fights every Tues- 
day night, with Billy Roche, well Known 
in New York pugilistic circles, acting as 
matchmaker. A cracking good fight pro- 
gram was held July 23, with. Ray 
Miller and Joey Abrams as stellar tards. 
The fights are drawing well, and are 
proving profitable to the park, with]3,000 
seats at $1, with the remaining aren’ and 
ringside seats bringing $2 and $3, re- 
spectively. , 

George Chrisman, superintendent, is 
constantly alert for the welfare of the 
patrons, and he is surrounded by a‘*com- 
petent crew. Kenneth Dorn, electrician, 
has the park brilliantly illuminated. This 
is particularly true of the sunken gardens, 
made as bright as day by reflectors. 

The park operates the major portiqn of 
the rides, including the Blue Streak 
Coastcr, installed by Harry C. Baker,,and 
which is 3,200 feet in length, and has a 
drop of 138 feet. It is one of the most 
sentational rides in rhis part of the coun- 
try, and good for repeats. The Dentzel 
Carousel is in a specially constructed 
building, and is entoying its share of 
patronage. The Pony Track is wel) lo- 
cated, and gets a winning play. Other 
riding devices include the Whip, Cater- 
pillar, Airplane Swings, Frolic, Dangler, 
Skooter, Turnble Bug, Miniature Railway 
and Custer Cars. The Fun House, com- 
pleted this season, is 64 by 84 feet, and 
cost $16,000 to install. It is owned and 
operated by Fred H. Ponty, John Robkin- 
son and Charles Overdorf.

The Calgary Herald had conducted a 
three-column-wide puzzle maze contest 
for children 12 years old or under, and 
in addition to solving the problem and 
finding Johnny, Jr., in the puzzle, they 
were asked to write a 50-word letter as 
to why they wanted to see the Jones 
Exposition. The best 20 received were to 
be awarded round-trip passes to all of 
the attractions. So fast did the replies 


come in that The Herald arranged with 
the Hudson Bay Co. to stage a reception 
for Johnny in their children’s playground 
on the roof of their mammoth store 
This was held from 9 to 10 Friday morn- 
ing and 2,000 children, in addition to 
parents and other adult relatives and 


friends, swarmed into the elevators lead- 
ing to the roof. 


The personal appearance of Johnny 
Junior was dramatic. Garbed in true 
Calgary stampede style, followed by his 
father, mother, “Sister Sue”, E. L. Rich- 
ardson, general manager, and N. J. 
Christie, president of the Calgary ex- 
hibition board; “Bill” Hilliar; the Van 
Droysen Giant Sisters; Baron Paucci, the 
midget sheik, and Judge Dan Brewer 
with the Ituri Pygmies, the little chap 
became the center of an almost near 
riot. With the Union Jack flying over- 
head, and the friendly purr of a yellow 
Moth plane circling over the party, with 
the snow-capped Canadian Rockies seen 
plainly in the distance, the roof garden 
formed an ideal setting for the affair. 
F. M. Johnson, manager of Hudson Bay 
Co., and J. M. Curll, sales manager, an- 
nounced the winners, and as they stepped 
forward little Johnny doffed his som- 
brero and handed them the “open sesa- 
me” to the midway delights. 


Show Business 
Bad in Europe 


NEW YORK, July 27.—Edwin E. Tait, 
of Manila, P. I., who is associated with 
his brother, Stewart, one of the leading 
showmen of that country, arrived in the 
metropolis last week on business and 
pleasure, on his way to the West Coast, 
accompanied by his wife, where he will 
start on his journey home after an 
extensive tour. 


“The outdoor show business in Eu- 
rope,” Tait informed The Billboard, “has 
been exceedingly bad this season, due 
primarily to a cold summer. The con- 
tinent is well supplied with four and 
five-ride carnival shows,” Tait explained, 
“and I encountered many well-equipped 
organizations in numerous towns thru- 
out Central and Western Europe. 


“I went to Brighton, England, expect- 
ing to find the carnival show business 
in full bloom, as this popular beach 
resort is only two hours from London, 
which city is without an amusement 
park since the closing of Wimberly. 
However, upon my arrival I learned that 
only during racing days (horse racing) 
that anything in the line of rides and 
side shows could be enjoyed. Thousands 
of people thronged the beach and two 
very excellent amusement piers were 
well patronized. 


“Paris’ outdoor amusement district ex- 
tends about one and a half miles along 
the Bois de Boulogne, which is an exten- 
sion of the Champs Elysees, claimed to 
be the most beautiful street in the world. 
The Bois de Boulogne is a very wide 
thorofare, lined on both sides with rides, 
side shows and refreshment stands. At 
the head of this amusement street an 
enclosed park, known as Luna, is located. 
The gate admission is five francs, or 
approximately 20 cents in American 
money. The park is well laid out and 
is up to date in every respect. 

“Prater Park, Vienna’s Coney Island, is 
a 10-minute taxi ride from the heart of 
the city and covers a large area. All 
rides and concessions are operated in- 
dependently. There is no enclosure, and 
consequently it is a free-gate park. The 
true Viennese spends most of his leisure 
hours in restaurants and cafes amid 
cordial and attractive surroundings, 
which is true of Prater Park. Rides, 
side shows and concessions are scattered 
about without any semblance of order. 
Quite a number of American-made rides, 
I noticed, were in operation. The crowds 
were good considering the chill of the 
weather. 

“Luna Park, Berlin, is exceptionally 
well laid out and is a beautiful, inspir- 
ing place, representing a large invest- 
ment. High-class showmanship prevails 
here, which was exactly opposite the 
conditions in this respect at Prater Park, 
Vienna. The night that I visited Ber- 
lin’s Luna Park they had a special free 
attraction by staging a German welter- 
weight championship in an open-air 
stadium dedicated to Jack Dempsey and 
opened by him during his visit there 
several years ago. In addition thereto 
the park is featuring one of the most 
beautiful electric fountains I have ever 
observed. The gate admission is one 
mark, or 25 cents in our money.” 

Tait spoke interestingly of Manila and 
stated his brother would, in all prob- 
ability, visit the States next summer.

Outdoor Observations 


With anti-grift feeling steadily grow- 
ing more intense in al] parts of the 
country, shows that depend upon gaff 
joints for revenue are finding the racket 
less profitable than ever. 

Right now at least three shows are 
known to be deep in the red because of 
being too heavy with strong concessions 
which, at several stands, were closed im- 
mediately by the police. 

This wrecked the concession rows so 
badly that the shows and concessionaires 
could not gross even their daily over- 
head. 


When framing a show for revenue pro- 
ducing ability, make sure that the fea- 
tures selected as revenue producers do 
not belong to the class that are liable 
to be kept closed half the time by police 
orders.

One carnival owner writes that he does 
not favor the pay-gate idea because his 
strongest argument for going into a 
town is that the folks don't have to 
spend a dime on his midway unless they 
want to, and no other entertainment 
does that. 

To the reasoning mind, this argument 
is extremely weak. 

Nobody, in this enlightened age, is 
foolish enough to believe that he can 
get something of value for nothing. 

The “free” sign is now almost univer- 
sally recognized as the plainest kind of 
a come-on. 

It works the same way for a carnival. 


Make the folks pay their pay way in— 
give them something commensurate for 
their money—treat them honestly—send 
them home satisfied—and there will be 
no need to work grift or worry about 
the future of the carnival, 


C. W. Naill says he never has allowed 
grift on his midway, but that he is de- 
luged with letters, wires, long-distance 
calls and personal visits from gaff joint 
operators who want to join, 

The Nail] Shows is not the only car- 
nival being pestered this way by lucky 
boys seeking berths. 

In fact, from reports received, the 


racket workers gradually are finding 
fewer welcomes on shows. 

, _ lucky boys will soon be out of 
uck. 


R. H. Work writes: “In the five years 
of its operation, the R. H. Work Amuse- 
ment Company has never carried any 
grift or even percentage and enjoys a 
reputation second to none in regard to 
cleanliness. I have proven to my own 
Satisfaction that a show consisting of 
five rides, five shows and 25 concessions 
can be run at a profit without grift, 
gambling or objectionable suggestive 
shows.” 


It’s not the size of the outfit, but uve 
makeup of the man who operates it, that 
determines the character and policy of 
a show. 


Police raided the Barkoot lot in Akron, 
O., last week. Plenty raw stuff had been 
pulled off. 


The recent discovery that a circus had 
a few employees with smallpox has set 
various State departments of health on 
the lookout for sickness of any kind 
on traveling shows. 

Some of the health departments are 
sending inspectors to look over outdoor 
shows that come into their territories. 

It is hardly necessary to say that dis- 
covery of contagious illness on a circus 
or carnival can result in extremely dam- 
aging publicity. 

It may even cause the tying up of the 
whole show for an indefinite period. 

Don't overlook this.

“The greatest difficulty was the limita- 
tions that Mr. Herk desired on the women. 
On two or three occasions they fulfilled 
the letter of the law in the question of 
wardrobe, but evaded the spirit One 
who looked thoroly iaked from the front, 
claimed when I objected that she wore a 
union suit. She showed it to me. She 


to 


did. It was the most singular oddity I 
ever saw in the line of wardrobe It 
covered her torso, but it was of a thread 


net, its spacing so wide it could not have 
held an ordinary sardine in captivity. 
I ordered it out, and when she objected, 
My. Herk said: ‘I agree with the censor. 
You are not fulfilling the spirit of my 
ddamatids, and either union suit goes or 
you 20.’ 

“I am not foolish enough to believe 
there was not some cunnivance at times 
betwen cctresses, actors and managers. 
That was natural. It probably will al- 
ways be, particularly in those cases where 
short ertistry demanded sore substitute. 

“I might also add that in the matter 
of entering these houses unknown to 
actors and managers seemed to be an 
impossibility. The manager was always 
at the door, the house managers knew 
me, and frequently -vhere I was ordinarily 
safe from detection, the wandering candy 
boys who move from town. to town thru 
concessions were she bearers of the glad 
tidings of my arrival. 

“In stich cases I admit the shows were 
plaved with vim and gusto, and furnished 
few instances outside of technically con- 
structive criticism for discussion. 
Again, in the matter of objectionable 
subject matter: I ordered a_ certain 
‘blackout’ deleted from an otherwise very 
good performance. I considered the thing 
filthy and not clever. The management 
seemingly agreed. Suosequently, by acci- 
dent, I witnessed the show and beheld 
the blackout again. I could hardly be- 
lieve my senses. I immediately spoke to 
the manager, and he offered a flimsy 
excuse for replacing the thing after hav- 
ing removed it. I had to report the in- 


cident, of course, and the manager was 
severely censured oy Mr. Herk, and 
threatened with the revocation of his 


franchise if a repetition occurred. 

“These are a few .nstances, which force 
me to say the statements relative to him 
are ilbelous. In every way, so far as 
conditions permitted, he tried to benefit 
the shows, he himself being one of their 
severest critics 

“From my notes before me, I find that 
during the last season in various Wheel 
shows I inserted 22 musical song scenes 
znd suites, injected 47 scenes, recon- 
structed 8 shows, and made innumerable 
slighter corrections in dialog, wardrobe, 
staze business and several cast changes 
all of which were bavtked unreservedly by 
Mr. Herk. 

“In the matter of house managers, I 
found that I was always well received, no 
matter what their feelings were; that 
only one ever mentioaed any dissatisfac- 
tion with the censor board, and his ob- 
jection was to the system used, but 
the system he suggested was the same 
one of our original intent, I had no kick 
coming 

“During the last season I likewise made 
every effort to adduce to a_ textual 
formality the methods of our criticism, 
the promulgation of a co-operative form 
of working, and so arranging the thing 
that the greatest value might be gotten 


as 


from it. Many circumstances conjoined 
to retard the efforts, but never in any 
instance did they emanate from the 
Mutual office or from I. H. Herk. 


“His intentions were sincere, the efforts 
unselfish, and the purpose for which he 
worked with the censor board, the sole 
object of giving the best available with 
the outlay at hand. The idea was new. 
You permit a baseball manager 10 years 
to builc a pennant-winning team—it 
has taken Connie Mack longer than that 
since his last bunch of world champs— 


and yet you expect a more intricate 
system of the theater, with 4& to 50 
units, to macerialize in a day. It can't 


be done! Be reasonable, and, while being 


reasonable, above al! be just. Learn all 
angles of a case before you put it before 
the public as truth. I am interesved in 
this, because having worked faithfully 
for it, feel that I might be suspected as 
having made the statements that I know 
were absolutely untrue. 


“A slight thing that I might add is 
that about the fraternizing of censors 
I did none, and I have many friends on 
the Wheel, some of long standing, yet 
during the season I accompanied one 
manager to dinner to discuss his show, 
and on two other occasions had what 


you might be pleased to term ‘a cup of 
coffee, (snack or what not) with others. 
Only twice in the year was I ever in a 
hotel where any of the playing company 
resided 

“There individual 
with whom I have worxed and who have 
known me for years. and with whom I 
@ssociated occasionally, but they have 
never sought to glean any benefit in a 
commercial way from the association. 
And I also wish to add that those who 
were my friends on the Wheel were the 
first to come to me for aid in 
shows, and who reliziously abided by the 
results of my observa and criticism 
So naturally I am surprised and unbe- 
lieving in respect to the article published 
When my own experiences have taught 
me differently, you must realize I have a 
sort of mild curiosity to know who the 
‘informant’ was, but I wouldn’t worry if 
I didn’t know. Before my entry into the 
position there. I had a good job, could 
have stayed there indefinitely, and only 
a week ago Monday received another offer 
from them, and I likewise had to refuse 
another good offer of stock presentations 
to accept my present »=mployment, while 
I have no doubt I could find work on the 
Mutual, should I desire it. I have no 
gain, nor am I seeking any in making 
these statements, but I really feel that 
in a sense of plain ‘square deals’ the 
statement of the truth of my experiences 
there should be told. I think the article 
a rank injustice to Mr. Herk, and I am 
in a position to have known and know.

but for a young organization Just begin- 
ning to find itself everything moved 
along remarkably well. The morning of 
the first day was devoted to registration, 
greetings by the president, welcome by 
Henry L. Holm of the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commerce, and the usual com- 
mittee reports and appointments. Presi- 
dent Beery in his address reviewed the 
accomplishments of the past year, of- 
fered some suggestions for furthering a 
closer relationship between the circus 
and the public, and thanked the Fans 
for their co-operation. The Fans can 
help to stamp out the petty graft of 


town officials that so often handicaps 
the circus, President Beery said. He 
urged Fans everywhere to use their in- 
fluence to that end. Most adults go to 
the circus with an apologetic air, Beery 
stated. He suggested that Fans might do 
much to eliminate this and teach the 
public the wholesome entertainment 
value of the circus. 


The afternoon business session re- 
solved itself into an open forum that for 
a while got completely out of hand and 
thru the domineering tactics adopted by 
Fred Benham of New York made it very 
embarrassing for President Beery and 
also killed any chances Chalmers L. Pan- 
coast might have had for being elected 
president. Benham, who was Pancoast’s 
campaign manager, brought up several 
matters for consideration, demanding 
that they be heard at once. The contro- 
versy that developed was a complicated 
affair but seemed to revolve around the 
use of the designation “Top No. 1”, the 
Iowa top being known as Ringling Bros. 
Top No. 1 in the CFA roster, while the 
New York City top is given as P. T. Bar- 
num Top No. 8, the numbers having 
been given in the order in which the 
tops were organized. Benham insisted 
that New York City top should be known 
as P. T. Barnum Top No. 1. He threat- 
ened that the New York members would 
withdraw from the association if they 
did not have their way. Various com- 
promise measures were suggested, but 
after much argument the whole matter 
was tabled. 


In the evening Fred High, known as 
the “Father of Kiwanis Day for Chil- 
dren”, delivered an inspiring address 
that held the Fans spellbound for 45 
minutes. High told of his early efforts 
to interest both the circus and the Ki- 
wanians in giving underprivileged chil- 
dren an opportunity to see and enjoy 
the circus; how the first year he secured 
2,000 tickets but only 1,500 children, and 
the next year he took 5,000 children into 
the circus on 4,000 tickets. In all he 
has been instrumental in giving more 
than 25,000 children a circus treat and 
his work has become known thruout the 
country. Mr. High was given a tremen- 
dous ovation at the conclusion of his 
talk, which included the showing of re- 
markably clever drawings of circus 
scenes by crippled children, and he was 
made an honorary member of the CFA. 

At the Saturday session resolutions of 
sympathy to Mrs. Mamie Ward, whose 
husband died a few weeks ago, and to 
John Ringling, who recently lost his 
wife, were read; also a resolution thank- 
ing Mrs. Sylvester Bean, a Utah nurse 
who has done many deeds of kindness 
for Anne Carroll, former noted circus 
bareback rider. The princip@ business 
of the day was the election of officers. 
Fred Benham, Pancoast’s manager, was 
not present and there was no contest for 
any office. Officers chosen by the nomi- 
nating committee and unanimously 
elected were as follows:

For the time being dignity 
was forgotten and bankers, business and 
professional men and their ladies and 
the circus folk had one glorious evening. 
To describe it in detail would require 
columns of space. 


On Sunday morning at 10 o’clock the 
Fans met at the Congress Hotel and 
went by bus to Woodlawn Cemetery, 
where, at Showmen’s Rest, they held im- 
pressive memorial services at the graves 
of the 56 victims of the Hagenbeck- 
Wallace wreck of 1918. 


In addition to the Fans there were 
present Charles McCurran, Walter D. 
Hildreth, Jos. Streibich, George Rich, 
Mrs. Emma Donovan, Harry Codding- 
ton, R. Cohn and Pete Rogers, members 
of the Showmen’s League. Harry Code

J. A. Wagner paid touching tributes to 
the departed showfolks, and Doc Lein- 
inger, Of Moody Bible Institute, con- 
ducted an inspiring service. Flowers 
were placed upon all the graves and 
pictures of the services were taken by @ 
photographer.
